THE COUNCIL. 


The municipai-elections on Monday 
passed off very -quietly. Although 
there was no excitement and none of 
the tactics frequently empioyed during 
elections were employed, a very com- 
mendable interest was manifested, as 
shown by the comparatively large vote 
polled, two handred and twe votes hav- 
ing been cast. There was no prospect 
of an actual contest for the mayoralty 
even before election day, and when 
Mr. Heiminck formally withdrew 
shortly after the poll opened, the ques- 
tioa was completely disposed of. At 
the same time many voters did not 
know of the withdrawal and voted for 
one or the other of the mayoralty 
candidates, but the votes were not 
counted. 

On one thing Edmonton is to be con- 
gratulated in connection with these 
elections, namely that at last a council 
has been elected, every member of 
which is pledged to use every exertion 
to secure railway connection, and to put 
that question in front of all others. 
There are certain differences of opinion 
amongst the councillors as to methods, 
but more as to the end to be obtained ; 
and. the differences that do exist are not 
more than sufficient to secure good 
healthy criticism of the project in all 
its phases, thereby ensuring that the 
public interest will be properly conserv- 
ed.. Under such circumstances the 
people will support whatever pi ject 
is agreed upon more cheerfully than if 
it had not been subjected to discussion.

THE RAILWAY. 


The announcement made by Mayor 
Wilson at the recent public meeting as 
to his policy regarding the railway is 
good as faras it goes, and had it.been 
made soone; would have saved a great 
deal of discassion and misunderstand- 
There is no doubt that if alt-or a 
majority <f the provisional directors 
are of the same mind as himself, they 
can keep ihe railway in control of the 
town by limiting the issue of shares so 
that the town’s shares. will constitute a 
majority. Ifthis is done restri¢tions 
that otherwise would be necessary in 
the charter can be done without. And 
there is very little doubt that if the 
government aid expected is realized the 
town’s contribution and the shares 
taker by local men will build the road, 
so that no greater number of shares 


. will require to be sold, This is particu- 


larly the case if the terminus is located 
on the Hudson’s Bay flat below the 
tojvn instead of being carried up the 
hill to the race track. To make the 
terminus on the race track instead of 
on the flat would nearly double the 
cost: of railway construction; it would 
nearly double the length, while the flat 
would answer every purpose of the 
town nearly as well as the race track 
and for many purpeses would answer 
much better. While the race track 
would be the more con‘enient site for 
the north side of the river the flat 
would answer equally well for ‘both 
sides, and is the most convenient !oca- 
tion for the establisament of manu- 
facturing industries of any kind. 

But if the government aid is not 
forthcoming and it is necessary to enlist 
outside capital in the. enterprise to a 
greater amount than that furnished by 


the town, where then is the control of- 


the town, under the present charter? 
This is the disadvantage of taking 
shires as compared with giving a 
straight bonus. A holder of a minority 
of shares in any company has simply 
nothing to say in tig€ management of 
that company. But if a bonus is given 
an agreement can be made whereby in 
ecnsideration of the bonus- the com- 
peny, while managing its business in 
its own way, can still be bound in the 
particulars that the interests of the 
town demand. Possibly those  inter- 
ests can be protected in an arrange- 


; ment between the town and the other 
shareholders of the company, even if a 
majority of outside shates are subserib- 
ed; but afterall it would have beer 
uch easier and much safer to have 
the protective provisions inserted in the 
charter than to leave them to any sub- 

‘sequent arrangement, ne matter by 
whom it is managed.

Free Press: Whatever else may” be~the 
outcome of the complex politilical situation, 
one cannot but be~ seating a the 
unanimity of opinions-expressed atario 
and enmee nechbere: ‘that ‘reetral -legis- 
laiion will never receiye the sanction of the 
present parliament. The premier has been 
given to understand so, and the-generdl im- 
pression is that sooner than risk deféat in 
the house-on the question, he wili dissolve 
and go to the Country, after the adopticn of 
the speech from the throne: The-cabinet 
he is now forming will be a temporary-one, 
for the purpose of carrying on the session, 
to dispose wf the speech.

UNITED STATES FEELING. 


Keir Hardie, British labor leader, recent- 
ly made a trip through the United States 
and thus sized up the feeling of the people 
on the question of war with Eng!and : 
‘* America now is in the’ throes of a great 
sensation, -but from what I have been able 
to-geiker of the condition of things there, 
I believe that the plutocrats of that contin- 
ent are at this moment playing the game 
that the aristocrats of England have so often 
played in the past. The situation in America 
is getting dangerous for the monopolizers of 
wealth and industry. The people are seek- 
ing around for a means of escape from the 
dilemma in which they find themselves, and 
the gang that is behind President Cleveland 
belietes that if it can distract public at- 
tention from home affairs to foreign affaira, 
its position wil) be secured for a further 
lapse of time. This is the true inwardness 
of the political situation in America. ‘There 
is 2 strong feeling of antagonism on the part 
of the American peopie, and especially in 
the ranks of the wage-earners, against the 
people of England. The newspapers are 
continually telling them that the weaith of 
America is being drained out by English 
capitalists ; and when I remember that the 
ship on which [returned to England last 
December brought $20,900,000 in gold from 
America, to pay interest-to British capital- 
ists on American investments, I think there 
is seine show for the vewspaper assertion.”

THE TRANSVAAL. 


A dispatch from Johannasberg, dated 
Jan. 10ih, announces that 22 members of 
the reform committee, including: Col. 
Rhodes, brother of Mr. Cecil Rhodes, ex- 
premier of Cape Colony, Sir Drummend 
Dunbar, Mr. Liovel Phillips and Dr. Sauer. 
were arrestec at their club during the even- 
ing of Jan. 9, on a charge of high treason 
and charged under escort to Pretoria. 

President Kruger extended the time for 
the disarmament of the Uitlanders, at 
Johannasberg until 6 o’clock, Jan 11th. 
Only three of the fifty Maxim guns have 
been given up. 

Eloff, President Kruges’s eldest grandson. 
nearly caused a riot at Johannasberg.. He 
rode into town at the head of a small body 
of burghers, firing blank cartridges right 
and left. The authorities promptly stop- 
ed this display and sent him back to 
Krugersdorf. The Transvaal government 
later published an annonacement saying 1t 
regretted Jéloff’s escapade. President 

| Kruger has issned another proclamation to 
i the Rand pecple asking them to behave in 
such a way as to admit of the introduction 
of reforms. A proclamation issued by Sir 
Hercales ‘Robinson, governor of Cape Colony, 
removes Lir, Jameson from the position of 
administrator of Mashonaland. He is re- 
placed by F. J. Newton, secretary of the 
British colony of Bechuanaland. Defegaies 
from the Orange Free Statea have been sent 
to Transvaal to confer with the government 
of the Republic as to the steps to be taken 
in the event of the Orange Free State being 
asked to assist Transvaal. It has been re- 
ported to the government at Bloemfontain, 
the capital of the Orange Free State: that a 
document has been discovered, showing a 
widespread plot existing against the Trans 
vaal. Governor Robinson, kowever, is 
absolved from all knowledge of the matter. 


The most important development in the 
South African situation vp to Jan. 10th, 
was that it is now believed in many quarters 
there is some truth in the ramors that 
Great Britain has purchased Delagoa Ray 
from Portugai. If this be the case, an en- 
tirely new complexion will be shrown upon 
the political situatioa aad may turn out to 
be the real cause for assembling such a 
powerfulBritish fleet as the one which was to 

| anchor off Portland on Tuesday 14th. It is 
understeod the government of Transvaal 
demanded that Great Britain forego the 
right to obtain possession cf Delagoa Bay 
and, as Germany may look upon this as a 
move which will seriously threaten the 
future of Transvaal, the situation, if this 
report is true, becomes mere critical. 
Efforts are being made to obtain confirma- 
tion or denial of the reported purchase of 
Delagoa Bay by Great Britain. 

A dispatch from Johannesburg dated Jan. 
10th, says that the crisis in the Transvaal 
is not_over. President Kruger and presi- 
dent Hercules Robinson, the governor of 
Cape Colony, haye failed to agree upon a 
setilement of the matters in dispute. It is 
understood that the president insists upon 
the annuiling of the coaventioa of 84, and 
that, Amatongoland lately added to the 
territory of the colony of Nat=l, be annexed 
to the Boer republic es an indemnity for Dr. 
Jameson’s raid into the Transvaal. If these 
reports are true, the gravity of the situation 
haz increased and the reason for the as- 
sembliug of Great Britain’s fleet may be 
found in the strained relations between the 
president of the Transvaal and the governor 
of Cape Colony.

THE SITUATION AT OTTAWA. | 
Tribune Report. 

Seven ministers, Foster, Haggart, Tupper, 
Dickey, Ives, Montague and Wood, have 
all sent iu their resignations and they have 
been accepted by the premier. This was 
late Saturday night. Wood is said to have | 
a string to his resignation. Those remain- 
ing with Premier Bowell are: Caron, 
Ouimet, Daly, Costigan, Smith and Fergu- 
sou, who, with Bowell, makes seven, so that 
there are seven on each side. This makes 
14 There are three vavaneies in che 
cabinet, the state department,  sclicitor 
general,and contro!lership of inland revenue, 
there keing 17 ministers in all. 

The whole trouble is: of ‘course over re- 
medial Jegislaticn, Bowell wants to stick 
to the remedial bill and the pledge given 
the hovse and bolters refused to-do so, 
There is, besides this, a strong effort to get 
rid of Bowell and place Tupper, senior, in 
his place. All those who have resigned are 
not anti-remedial legislation by any means, 
although this question is at the bottou of it. 
Tupper, for instance, is for remedial legis- 
lation but he wants his father at the head of 
affairs. 

At the back of old man Tupper are such 
concerns asthe Chignecto Marine railway 
scheme, the Hudsen Bay railway, ‘‘ my 
friend Oaderdonk,” and the worst element 
in Canadian pulitics, so that the bolters ars 
composed of those who are running from | 
remedial Jegislation, because they cannot 
get re-elected in their constituencies, and 
the Tupper gang, whose chief object is'to 
look afser the Tupper dynasty and catch all 
that is going for themselves. 

Bewell, so far, is holding out antil the 
caucus of tory members is held here to- 
morrow. He will lay tke whole matter be: 
fore it, and whether they will stick to him 
or go over to the bolters is not known. The 
premier seems to aave more friends than his 
opponents as yet. lie, however, cannot fill 
his cabinet very well without them, and 
they cennet possibly get along with him.

Tupper, senior, called on Bowell on Satur- 
day evening, and, it is understood, asked 
his position. Bowell refused, and a few 
minutes later came the resignation of the | 
ministers. All cay yesterGey and to-day 
there ts ar attempt being made by eutside ; 
parties to patch matters, so that the session | 
wili go on for thirty days, chereby allowing 
the members to get their indeninity and ass- 
ist them in fighting the elections.

WHY JAMESON FAILED. 

When Dr. Jameson’s forces were fifteen 
miles away from Johannesburg cv Thursday 
the report of his cominjg aud of bard fight- 
lng yoing ov reached Johannesburg and 
caused the wildest excitement and dismay, 
eg it svaa judged he would be overwheimed 
on account of the fact that the Uitlanders 
had uot sent reinforcement of 2,900 men, 
with ammunition and food, which he expect- 
ed at Krugersderf, and without which he 
contd not be ‘expected to fight his way to 
Johannesburg in the face of 5,000 skilled 
Boer marksmen. The utmost indignation 
was expressed against Sir Hercules Robin- 
son, governor of Cape Colony, to whose 
jroclamation,-enjoining British subjects to 
refrain from- assisiing Dr: Jameson, was 
attributed the failure of Uitlanders to mus- 
ter Krugersdorf, though it fis very duabtfui 
if they would have been able to do so under 
any circumstances, sc well prepared and 
numerous were the Boers’ forces. In any 
case “Dr. Jim,” as Jameson is popularly 
known, is regarded asa martyr. There was 
some show of getting together a force of Vit 
landers in detiance of all control. Many 
volunteers were got together, but wher they 
wer: in something like marching order, it 
was too late to be of assistance to the mis- 
guided freebooters under Dr. Jameson, who 
suceumbed to hunger, lack of aramunition 
and superior force alinost within sight of 
Johanvesburg. The corresponient of 
Reuter’s Telegram compatiy had a talk with 
De Jameson and Sir Willoughby after the 
surrender on Thursday last | Dr. Jiumeson 
szid ; ‘We simply failed owing to lack of 
expected support. Although our allics 
failed us, we might yet have escaped if the 
railroad had been destroyed, as the Boers, 
as well, as ourselves, were without ammuni- 
tion until an engine, pulling several tru: & 
leads of ammunition aud supplies, arri:: { 
fur the Boers: That settled it; we aad 
neither ammunition nor food.” It was 
evident to the corresrondent ihat Dr. Jame- 


| 800 was honest in thinking the Uivlanders 
| were in the greatest danger from the Boers 


and, the correspondent says, the doctor 


| plunged in at the risk of his own life and 


reputation in order to make an attempt to 
rescue them. Popular feeling in favor of 
Dr. Jameson is ruaning very high. The 
Times, for iastance, says. ‘‘The march will 
remain a glorious tradition for the Anglo- 
Saxon race.”
